The FCC has just 
announced that the use of AUTOPATCH without a control operator is 
not permitted. At this time, I have no further information.It is 
indicated that urgent action is required,by the VHF Committee, and 
independent repeater operators, and all interested amateurs. There 
has already been some comments about asking for an exclusion for 
Alaskan repeaters, due to their vse in energeneies by wany who live 
in the bush and are totally dependent on their radios for communi- 
cations.Since all of our repeaters ure automatically controlled, 
and since we are unaware oi Autope*ch misuse,inis is a good suggest- 
ion and should be acted upon. It apoears that the FCC does not 
intend to reverse thelr ruling, so if we really want an exclusion 
it will take letters to cur Senators and Congressmen to get the 
action we desire,
